A Sap CASE.— Mr. Leidel Year- 
by, of the firm of Nearby & Rogers, 
merehants on Hargett street, left his 
store about 7 o’clock yesterday to go 
to his breakfast at his residence on 
McDowell street. As he did not re- 
turn by 11 o’elock, something very 
unusual with him, his partner, Mr. 
Rogers, sent a messenger to his resi- 
dence to enquire the cause, &. Mrs. 
Yearby stated to the messenger that 
Mr. Y. returned to the store after eat- 
ing breakfast. Enquiries were then 
made for him on the street, but noth- 
ing could be heard of him. Later in 
the day Dr. Wm. Little reported the 
fact that returning from a visit toa 
patient in the country about7} o’clock 
a. m., he met Mr. Yearby just beyond 
St. Mary’s Female Seminary, on the 
Hillsboro road, walking quite fast 
and seemingly a little excited. Sev- 
eral gentlemen, with a few of the da 

lice force, set out at once to search 
or the missing man. They traced 
bim as far as the residence of Mr. J. 
C. S. Lumsden, where he was last 
seen, then scouring the woods in front 
of Mr. Temples’, found him about 150 
yards from the road, lying flat on 
the ground, with his teeth clenched, 
apparently dead. Dr. Jas. McKee, 
his family physician,* was sent for. 
By the aid of medical appliances the 
body of Mr. Y. was restored to livel 
action, but as yet is unconscious. He 
is now at his residence critically ill. 

It is generally supposed that Mr. 
Yearby was laboring under aberra- 
tion at the time, caused by a wound 
received, from a shot, by the ac- 
cidental discharge of a pistol about 
three months ago, and while wan- 
dering in this condition was attacked 
with spasms, oneof which was upon 
him at the time he was bound. 
He isa gentleman of the highest res- 
pectability and standiug, sober, quiet 
and unoifending, attends closely to 
his business and is said to be a num— 
ber one business man. In his sad 
cuiamity he has the sympathy of the 
entire community.

The Speech of M. W.®Ransom, Jr., 
of North Carolina Betore the Jefe 
ferson Pociety ef the University of 
Virginia. 

A correspondent of the Richmond 
Dispatch, writing from the Univer- 
sity of Virginia under date ef the 
30th ult., gives the following account 
of thespeech of M. W. Ransom, Jr., 
son of Senator Ransom, fof this State, 
before the Jefferson Society of that 
institution : 

After prayer by Rev. S. A. Steel, 
Chaplain of the University, the 
President of the Society, Mr. F. F. 
Reese, of Baltimore, introduced Mr. 
Mat W. Ransom, Jr., of Weldon, N. 
C., as the chosen orator of the occa- 
sion. Mr. Ransom un his address 
by remarking on the very great 
dffieulties which surround a final 
orator in the selection and discussion 
of his subject. He must please the 
grave reverend seignors’’ of the 
Board of Visitors and faculty, he 
must win the approbation of this 
Society and his fellow-students, and 
he must by all means win the smiles 
of the array of beauty gathered to 
greet him. 

For his part he was entirely willing 
to sacrifice the good opinion of the 
faculty and the Board of Visitors, 
and the approbation of his fellow- 
students, iu order to win the smiles 
of these fair ladies. But unfortu- 
nately he had found it a most difti- 
eult task to win the smiles of one, 
even when moon-lit walks or shady 
bowers and rustic seats aided his 
efforts, and he utterly despaired of 
succeeding in an effort to wreath in 
smiles the bright galaxy of beauty 
gathered before him.

The speaker illustrated the force of 
his will by a vivid description of the 
passage of the bridge of Lodi, when, 
alter his bravest men had been cut 
down or driven back by the terrific 
fire of the enemy, he won the day b 


‘throwing himself into the breac 


with those magic words, Follow 
your General!’ He gave a vivid and 
detailed description of how he cross- 
ed the Mediterranean, conquered the 
simoons of an African desert, and, 
amid their intense sufferings, won 
the enthusiastic love of his soldiers 
und overcame all the difficulties of 
crossing the Alps—a feat that had 
never been performed before save by 
Hannibal, and never since until ad- 
vancing science tunnelled Mount 
Cenis. He described the devotion of 
Napoleon to Josephine, and deemed 
itagrand triumph of his stern will 
when he burst the holy bonds of 
matrimony for the good of Frauce, 
and showed himself the slave of his 
own will. 

He sketched his career as he march- 
ed victorious over Europe until he 


und 
born than his own—at Waterloo a 
rock against which even his Old 
Guard beat in vain—and at St. Hele- 
na a rock to which, like Prometheus, 
he was chained, and with no Hercu- 
les to burst the chain asunder. And 
yet, even in his death, his iron will 
obtained his wish that his body 
might rest in the soil of his loved 
France. As lessons from this sketch 
of the career of the man of destiny, 
the speaker exhorted his comrades to 
be unwearied in will and energy,and 
to shirk no work—that they should 
not depend on genius, but on will, 
energy and perseverance—that they 
should strive to be more worthy, and 
that if their hopes were blighted they 
should strive again with persevering 
energy until the difficulties are mas- 
tered.

4. All Executive Committees are 
a chosen by the Conventions 
1eld for the respective territorial di- 
visions; but if for any cause there 
should be a failure by the proper 
Convention to appoint an Executive 
Committee, then the State Executive 
Committee may supply the deficien- 
cy. 

5. Nominations for County ofli- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and ‘Town- 
ship officers, by town and township 
conventions; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions. 

6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given. 

The resignation of Col. Walter 
Clark, as a member of the Executive 
Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was appointed to fill the vacan- 
cy, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

Resolved, That this Committee ad- 
journ to meet again in this city on 
the loth day of June next, and that 
all the members be requested to at- 
tend. W. R. Cox, Chairman.
